For the 18th straight year, the City of 
Newport has lowered its real estate tax 
rate.  Since 1986, the City’s real estate 
tax rate has decreased by 60-percent, 
going from $6.49 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation to $2.57.  The City’s strategy 
to lower property taxes, was to stimu-
late housing rehabili-
tation and economic 
development.  The 
reduction of business 
taxes has helped fuel 
the City’s Economic 
Development and re-
lated commercial ac-
tivity brings in more 
revenue to the City 
which enhances services.  Major im-
provements are also able to be made 
while keeping resident costs down.  
 
City tax bills are expected to be mailed 
during the last week of September. 
These bills will include the property 
taxes levied by the City and by the 
Newport Board of Education. The bills 
are payable on or before October 31  

and are considered delinquent if they 
are postmarked after that date. If the 
bills are paid late state law mandates a 
penalty of 10%, which is imposed imme-
diately, and interest of 6% per year. 
These fees must be assessed even if you 
don’t receive the tax bill. 

 
 
The City makes 
every attempt to as-
sure that the tax 
bills are delivered to 
the property owners 
in a timely manner. 
Each year, however, 
there are a few bills 

that are returned as undeliverable or 
that go to the wrong place due to prop-
erty transfers during the year or mort-
gage company changes.

East Row Historic Homes Tour

The East Row Historic Foundation will host the 2003 Historic 
Homes Tour during Tall Stacks 2003 Music, Arts and Heri-
tage Festival on Saturday and Sunday, October 18 and 19, 
2003, in Newport, Kentucky.  The tour was recently named 
by the Greater Cincinnati Tall Stacks Commission, Inc., as 
the official homes tour for the festival. 
 
The tour runs from 11:00 a.m. - 6:00 p.m. each day in the 
East Row Historic District, the second largest local historic 
district in Kentucky.   
 
Tall Stacks 2003, which is expected to feature one 
of the largest gathering of riverboats during this 
century, is America’s largest celebration of steam-
boating in the late 1800’s.  In all, 17 boats will be 
docked along the Ohio River and will offer visitors 
the thrill of seeing what Newport and Cincinnati’s 
riverfront was like during the heyday of steamboat 
era.  
 
During the tour, 12 historic, renovated/rehabbed 
homes will be open to the public in the neighbor-
hood, which is listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places.  The homes, selected by a 
neighborhood committee, reflect Victorian-era 
exterior architecture including Queen Anne, Italianate, Sec-
ond Empire and Colonial Revival styles with such ornate de-
tails as artistic stained glass windows, pattern masonry and 
carved limestone ornamentation.  Some home interiors are 
elegantly appointed with period antiques, gaslight fixtures 
and reproduction wallpapers and window treatments; some 
feature faux wall finishes, handpainted ceilings and stencil 
designs.  Many of the homes have never been open to the 
public while others are visitor favorites from past neighbor-
hood tours. 
 
Among the highlights: 
  “Beverly Hills Barracks” - Italianate  
  “Barney Kroger” House - Second Empire 
  Schultz House—Greek Revival/Italianate 
  Former First Presbyterian Church—Victorian Gothic 
  Hamilton House - Queen Anne  

In addition, there will be points of interest that will also re-
flect the history of the neighborhood:  Southgate Street 
School,  Beaux Arts Building, George Wiedemann Jr. Man-
sion and St. Mark’s Lutheran Church 
 
During the tour, some homeowners, greeters and roving am-
bassadors will be dressed in costumes that echo mid-to-late 
19th century and correspond with the construction states of 
the homes.  A free limousine service will make periodic stops 
through the entire tour route including stops at the ticket 
area, Newport on the Levee and the Kentucky riverfront.  

Also, relaxation areas will be available during 
the tour to provide comfort for visitors. 
 
The East Row Historic Homes Tour will begin 
at the George Wiedemann Jr. Mansion, 401 
Park Avenue, where tickets will be sold at the 
door during tour hours.  Tickets are $20 per 
person.  In addition, advance tickets will be 
sold through a 24-hour toll-free number, be-
ginning May 15.  The number:  1 (866) EAST 
ROW (1-866-327-8769).  (Tickets are limited.  
Approximately 1,000 tickets will be available 
for Saturday and another 1,000 for Sunday.) 
 
Although the East Row Historic District may 
be easily maneuvered by wheelchairs, the 

homes on the tour are not handicapped accessible.  Organiz-
ers also suggest that visitors wear comfortable shoes; no 
spike heels will be allowed in the homes. 
 
The East Row Historic District hosted a Tall Stacks homes 
tour in 1999.  Like the 2003 Tour, it also was sanctioned by 
the Greater Cincinnati Tall Stacks Commission, Inc. 
 
This year’s East Row Historic Homes Tour during Tall 
Stacks 2003 will replace the East Row Victorian Christmas 
Tour, normally scheduled in December.  The Christmas 
Tour will resume in 2004.
